In  spite  of  the  KL'^^i'i  "i  [K,pulailor 
and  indu.stry,  sliowed  a  gradual  de- 
chne  through  each  succeeding  year 
until  In  192».  the  output  was  2,256  - 
702  tons,  or  a  decrease  of  over  half 
a  mlUUm  tons.  This  decrease  was 
attributed  by  Mr.  Galloway  to  com- 
petition from  fuel  oil.  competition 
from  hydro-tfectrtc  energy.  In- 
creased Importation  of  domestic  fuel 
from  outnde  the  province,  less  de- 
mand for  ooke  and  Increased  use  of 
the  Diesel  engine.  Approximately 
between  four  and  five  million  barrels 
of  fuel  oil  are  imported  uiinually, 
electric  energy  has  increi'.sed  enor- 
mously, and  Briti.sh  Coliimbian.s  Im- 
ported 250.000  t;ins  of  eoal  m  1029. 
while  many  small  steam  plants  have 
been  displaced  by  Diesel  plants. 

To  overcome  these  disadvantages 
to  some  extent,  thsre  is  a  possibility 
of  supplanting  soma  of  the  fuel  oil 
now  used  with  pulverised  eoal,  which 
is  smcAelesB.  The  pulvertslac  of 
coal  is  not  new.  Mr.  OSlloway 
pointed  out.  Tests  were  made  as  lon( 
ago  as  1809  in  England.  During  the 
last  ten  years  great  improvements 
have  been  made  in  the  use  of  coal 
In  this  form  To  illustrate,  Mr  (;h1- 
loway  stated  that  in  1919,  11.000,000 
tons  of  coal  in  pulverized  fonu  were 
used  In  the  United  States,  while  to- 
day the  annual  total  «Mads  MjOeo,- 
000  tons. 

Mr.  Galloway  want  exhaustively 
inta  the  advaatafss  to  be  derived 
from  the  use  of  pulverised  ooal,  and 
cited  many  Instances  where  it  was 
being  used  satisfactorily,  on  the  sea 
as  well  as  on  the  land,  and  described 
the  equipment  required  He  told  of 
ll.s  adapt  fibllU  \  In  cormertion  with 
Briti.sh  Coliintlila  indu.strles  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Dominion  (tovernment 
as  pos.sesslng  adequate  ecjuipment 
for  research  work,  much  better  than 
the  United  States  in  fact,  which  was 
saying  a  lot.  for  the  comprehensive 
testing  of  Canadian  coal,  experi- 
ments betaiff  made  at  present  with 
British  Columbia  ooaL  Within  the 
next  six  BMmtha,  or  a  year  at  most, 
extremely  nOoable  data  riMoM  be 
available  as  a  result. 

■  Undoubtedly  pulverized  coal  will 
find  a  wider  range  of  usefulness 
than  \n  now  cr)ntempl«ted. '  con- 
cluded Mr.  Galloway;  "but  may  not 
readily  supplant  fuel  oil  in  British 
Coltunbia.  Aaurloa  is  greatly  in- 
terested in  its  uase,  and  one  Ameri- 
can firm  Is  spnidlnc  $60,000  a  year 
in  research  work  to  perfect  a  pul- 
verised coal  plant  for  domestic 
houses.  So  this  Is  also  a  possibility 
for  the  future:  and  I  hope  I  have 
shown  you  that  there  is  a  sufficient 
po.ssibillty  In  pulverized  coal  a.sslst- 
ing  our  coal  industry  to  warrant  Its 
careful  study  by  both  the  coal 
operators  and  the  Oovernment  of 
thr  Province."

March  25.— One  of 
the  most  violent  of  March  storms 
struck  Southern  and  Central  On- 
tario today  and  tonight,  leaving  be- 
hind a^  trail  of  shattered  ceoununl- 
eation  lyslaiBi.  several  inches  of 
slushy  snow  and  rising  river.s  and 
streams  threatening  to  overflo.v 
their  bank.'"!.  An  electrical  storm 
following  oo  the  heels  of  an  all  day 
snowstona,  tatouglit  about  ooodi- 
tions  decldadiy  trsaohsrous  an  cUy 
streets  and  hlg^Nrays.

The  legislation 
Is  synchronous  with  that  in  other  provinces,  and 
its  object  Is  to  safeguard  those  who  invest  and 
gamble  in  securities.  There  is  an  Act  to  promote 
education  of  ex-soldlrrs'  dependent  children,  an 
Increase  in  the  gaso  rrom  three  to  five 

eents,  and  another  effort  to  unpose  a  fuel  oil  tax, 
the  vaUdity  of  which  will  no  doubt  be  tested  in 
the  courts.'  There  is  also  an  Act  through  whicii 
the  province  will  exercise  authority  over  the  fish 
canneries,  and  a  conslderabto  amooat  of  minor 
toftolatkm,  ehtofly  amendments  to  existing  Acts 
There  was  a  feature  of  the  session  of  particu- 
lar interest  from  the  standpoint  of  the  amenities 
Of  the  Legislature.  This  was,  firstly,  the  ever 
ready  courtesy  of  Premier  Tolmie  and  a  similar 
courtesy  and  restraint  on  the  part  of  Mr.  T.  D. 
Pattnllo^  the  X<eader  of  the  Opposition.  Both 
deserve  congratulalion.s  for  their  attitude.  There 
were  recriminations  between  Ministers  and 
former  Uintoters,  but  these  are  bound  to  occur.

maps  being  made  by  the  aid  of 
photogi-aphs  takra  from  the  aU: 
when  combined  with  ground  control 
surveys  executed  Independently  of 
aircraft.  Many  branches  Of  scientific 
knowledge  were  required  to  com- 
pklo  an  aerial  survey,  the  two 
;,ilncipal  ones  Involving  the  older 
uelhods  of  surveying  based  on  the 
use  Of  common  surveying  instni- 
ments  and  trlgoaaeagtry.  aa4  «• 
use  of  photography. 

The  history  of  surveying  from  the 
earliest  times  was  reviewed.  Records 
of  measurements  on  a  stone  now  In 
the  inu.seiim  at  Paleiiiio,  .supposed 
to  have  been  made  about  3,000  B.C., 
were  probably  the  earliest  historical 
reference  to  the  science.  Records  of 
early  Egyptian  clvilixatlon  showed 
that  the  fields  along  the  Nile  had 
to  be  surveyed  each  year  owing  to 
the  floods  washing  away  the  work 
of  the  previous  year.  The  Greeks 
and  Ronuins  had  fair  methods  for 
the  delimitation  of  land  boundaries, 
ihe  iiiiilsh  mariners  of  early  date 
compiled  charts,  and  some  of  the 
geoKiHphic  jw.sitions  established  by 
Captains  Cook  and  Vancouver  were 
,st,ill  being  used.  In  this  connection 
the  lecturer  used  a  lantern  slide 
showing  an  early  nap  Of  Vancou- 
ver Island. 

IMPROVE  INBTMJMBfn 

The  advance  made  by  Im- 
provement In  surveying  instru- 
ments iiiiii  i.|iupmeii;  l)y  the  addi- 
tion of  the  tele»co|je,  more  accurate 
measining  instruments,  and,  finally, 
by  ths  soienoe  of  photography,  were 
referred  to  hi  their  plaoe.  It  was 
the  late  Dr.  DeviUe.  swvejor-gen- 
eral  of  Dominion  lands,  who  had 
introduced  and  perfected  the 
method  of  phototopography  In 
Canada,  his  book  still  being  the 
classic  on  the  subject.  The  first 
phototopographlc  siu^vey  was  made 
in  1886  in  the  Rockies  adjacent  to 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  but 
since  that  time  ths  method  of  plot- 
ting the  detail  from  the  photo- 
graphs had  been  eomMTabiy  sim- 
plified by  the  dlsooeegy  of  graph- 
ical methods,  a  good  portion  of 
these  improvements  the  speaker  at- 
tributing to  two  local  surveyors, 
Mi  R  D.  McCaw  and  Mr.  A.  J. 
Campt)ell.  It  was  doubtful  if  any 
other  method  of  topographical  map- 
ping excelled  phototography  in 
aoeonMor.  but  it  was  only  suitable 
for  aountalnaaa  oeoBlry,  where 
suiBolent  eaoMra  atattona  aovki  be 
obtained.

Is  because  It  has  a  red 
breast  Its  European  namesake  Is 
not  half  as  large,  and  is  one  of  the 
sweetest  of  the  warblers 

Xven  the  crow,  which  usually 
gets  a  name  blacker  than  it.s 
feathers,  was  found  to  be  a  singer. 
It  is  true  it  has  but  two  notes,  and 
only  indulges  in  the  use  of  tliese  ta 
the  mating  season.  The  "towhie." 
so  famUlar  all  or«  the  Coast  and 
OM  of  the  most  eoosplenoos  Win- 
ter residents,  was  recognized  as  a 
bird  of  beautifully  variegated  plum- 
age; but  no  mention  was  niaxle  of 
the  bird's  most  striking  feature 
which,  like  Shakespeare  s  ugly  and 
venomous  toad,  "wears  yet  a  pre- 
cious Jewel  in  his  head."  There  was, 
perhaps,  some  consolation  in  learn- 
ing that  the  'Imrple  ftasch,"  those 
littla  nuMals  who  yearly  strip 
dMrry  and  early  plum  blossoms  for 
the  sake  of  the  tiny  sweet  centres. 
Is  a  pleasing  singer  with  very  hand- 
some plumage.

When  he  had 
al»orbed    enourrli    of    the  French 
psyclioiogy  to  warrant  an  excursion  I 
into  the  realm  of  nrand  opera,  he 
procured    the    book.   "Robert  the 
Devil,"  which  Scribe  contributed 
Thto  opera,  when  produoed.  baeame 
enormously  successful  in  Parte,  and 
Scribe  Immedtotely  handed  over  to 
Meyerbeer  the  completed    ten:  <ir 
"The  Huguenots."  which  he  intended 
shouM  fellow  niobert  the  DanL" 

The  composer  stipulated  with  the 

management  of  the  Parto  Orand 
Op.'ra  Hou.sc  to  deliver  th*"  com- 
i  plei^  s'  ore  of  Tlie  Huguenots '  by 
a  c.-rtAin  date  or  be  assessed  thirty 
thousand  francs  Clrcumstancfcs. 
however,  dela.yed  the  completion  of 
the  work,  but  Meyetbear  chose  to 
pay  thto  sum  in  order  to  allow  him- 
self additional  Ume  to  iinni|itoU  the 
music  satisfactorily.

The  cause  of  the  reaction  on 
Canada  Is  no  doubt  to  be  found  in 
the  financial  and  commercial  in- 
fluence of  the  United  States  and  its 
clo.se  p;-oxlmlty  whicii  enables  your 
ej-stwhlle  neighbor  to  carry  out  a 
policy  of  peaceful  penetration  more 
In  the  interesU  Of  Hs  own  paopto 
than  to  Canada,  and  tha  pity  seems 
to  ba  that  a  laria  ssctkm  of  the 
Canadian  public  to  either  uncon- 
cernedly or  imsuspectlnfly  allowinK  i 
their  country  to  drift  under  the 
control  of  the  stronger  member  of 
the  North  American  Continent. 

l  hat  this  is  the  growing  effect  of 
the  United  States  enterprise  is 
evidenced  by  the  questtons  dis- 
cussed dally  in  your  Pa<w*«Vm  and 
local  Parllamants,  conoaming  re- 
taliatory meaaurss  against  any  pro- 
tection Canada  seeks  to  afford  to 
Its  industries:  the  extension  of  Its 
literature,  not  only  In  the  schools, 
but.  which  evidently  finds  a  ready 
sale  siiue  11  Is  canvassed  from  door 
to  door,  and  the  almost  exclusive 
here  of  United  States  fUms.

The  South 
Afrlean  enjoys  BrlUsh  films  chleny, 
and    the    topical    puture'-    are  of 
current  events  in  tlie  Bntifli  l.^l^s 
and  British  Domlnlon.s    The  efTect 
on  the  minds  of  the  young  and  old 
alike  mii.st  be  obvious.    Sxampto  to 
better  than  precept  and  our  pro- 
gressive fellow  clttoens  of  Outah 
descent  are  oo-oparattng  In  maln- 
tainlnf   and   waUUnf  an  avan 
stranger  link  in  the  Empire  chain. 
Apart  from  any  question  of  senti-
